Described by a Former Citizen of 
This Community.

June lb, 1904. ) 

Editor Hazel Green Herald. 

1 have long been intending to 
write to the dear old Herald, but 
for fear my letter would tind its 
way to th# waate baalcet, 1 have #o 
far kept my peace.
